) In analyzing developments in employment in Canada, the seasonal 
changes which occur iin the levels of operations.and employment in many 


_ industries must be borne in mind. More specifically, it is important to 


know the industries in which such changes occur, how large the variations 

are, and when they occur, To answer such questions as these, an extensive 
investigation of seasonal employment variations in Canada has been undertaken 
by the Economies and Research Branch of the Department of Labour, The Calendars 
of Seasonal Employment Variations are the result of the statistical side of 


this inquiry and are modelled after those of W.S. Woytinsky, (1) 


Before beginning the actual calculations on which the Calendars of 
Seasonal Variations in Employment are based, four of the standard methods 
of computing seasonal indices were examined to determine which method was 


_ most suitable under the circumstances, The four methods--Moving Averages, 


Monthly Means, Ratio-to-Trend, and Link-Relatives--were tested using a 
theoretical time series to determine under what conditions they would exactly 
isolate the seasonal component from the secular, cyclical and irregular 
components. The methods were tested in turn according to two assumptions: 
first, that the magnitude of the seasonal component was independent of the 
magnitude of the non-seasonal components (seasonality additive ) and, second, 
that the magnitude of the seasonal component varied directly with the magnitude 
of the non-seasonal components (seasonality multiplicative), 


The results of the test showed that none of the four methods would 
exactly isolate the seasonal component in the circumstances most likely to be 
encountered in practice, that is, when cyclical and irregular factors are 
present and there is a departure from a straight-line trend, Therefore, the 


_ selection of a method was determined by the way in which it dealt with

cyclical and irregular factors, and departures from a straight-line trend, 


The method of moving averages does not assume a straight-line 
trend and it does remove a large part of the cyclical component, The re-= 
maining discrepancies are minimized by the averaging process used to obtain 
the seasonal indices. The method of monthly means makes no allowance for 
cyclical or irregular influences; it apparently assumes that the period 
covered will be sufficiently long and regular to result in the cancellation 


of these components, This method implicitly assumes a straight-line trend. 


The ratio-to-trend method assumes the possibility of obtaining an 
accurate representation of trend, and it handles cyclical and irregular 


components indirectly, Little success at exactly isolating the seasonal 


component can be expected from this method under most circumstances, In 
the case of this particular project, the data are available for too short 


a period (five years) to make the direct measurement of trend sufficiently 


accurate, The link=-relative method makes no direct allowance for the cyclical 
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and irregular components; the method simply requires that the period covered 
be long enough so that they will cancel out. There is an indirect tendency 
to minimize the influence of cycles because of the comparison of each month 

with the one immediately preceding. Linking consecutive months also tends 
to diminish irregular disturbances because they are sometimes felt over 
periods of more than one month, 


It was concluded from these tests that the methods of moving 
averages and link-relatives were the most suitable for this project. It 
was noted that. there is not much difference between the methods with 
respect to results, which have been much the same whenever both methods 
have been used, The link-relative method, however, gives a greater volume 
of data since there is only one less link-relative than the number of 
months for which figures are available, whereas there are twelve less 
moving average values, This disadvantage can be overcome, to a certain 
extent, by free-hand extension of the moving average curve, 


The major advantage of the moving average method is the fact 
that its results can be ay Ga used to determine whether seasonality is 
additive or multiplicative, On the other hand, the unaveraged link- 
relatives can only be made the basis of such a test after much processing 
and furthermore the effectiveness of the test is less certain. 


Method of Calculation 


The Calendars of Seasonal Variations in Employment have been 
calculated from Dominion Bureau of Statistics employment indices for the 
years 1947 to 1951.(2) The calculations were begun in the summer of 1952. 
A change in the scheme of industrial classification had been made in 1947 
so that earlier figures could not generally be used. These circumstances 
limited the period which could be covered to the five years, 1947-51. 
This period is shorter than would generally have been chosen, although to 
include the war and immediate post-war years would probably not have made 
the results more suitable for the study of current trends in employment. 
For the purpose of these calculations, the employment indices were adjusted 
when they were substantially affected by strikes, 


1. Thirteen-month moving averages of employment indices for the years 1947 
to 1951 inclusive were calculated, with the two end months being given 
half-weight. These average values were assigned to the 7th month of 
each 13-month period. (3)

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The moving average values and the original employment indices were 
plotted on a graph and the ends of the moving average curve were 
extended free-hand to make the curve cover the same period as the 
employment indices. The free-kand extention was made according to 
the following principles: 


(a) an attempt was made to continue its apparent trend, and 
(b) to preserve the observed relationship between the moving 
average curve and employment indices in other years, 


Moving average values were then read from the graph to cover the 
initial and final periods, 


The moving average values were subtracted from the corresponding 
employment indices to arrive at "residuals," 


A test was made to see whether seasonality was additive or multiplicative 
as follows: 


(a) The residuals were summed, ignoring sign, for each calendar 
year to find their absolute magnitudes. The mean of these 
absolute. magnitudes was found, the deviations from the mean, 
and the mean of the deviations, The mean of the deviations 
was expressed as a fraction of the mean of the absolute 
magnitudes, 


(b) The yearly totals of the residuals were expressed as per= 
centages of the averages of the employment indices for the 
Same years to find their relative magnitudes, The mean of 
the relative magnitudes was found, the deviations from the 
mean, and the mean of the deviations, The mean of the 
deviations was expressed as a fraction of the mean of the 
relative magnitudes, 


(c) If the fraction calculated in (a) was less than the fraction 
calculated in (b) seasonality was considered to be additive. 
If the reverse relationship between the fractions existed , 
then the seasonality was considered to be multiplicative, 


If seasonality was additive, the remainder of the calculation proceeded 
as follows: 


(a) The residuals were arrayed by months and a weighted average 
for each month was calculated, the highest and lowest values 
being given half-weight, The averages were then adjusted, 
if necessary, to add as close as possible to zero, The ad- 
justed averages are the "seasonal employment variations*® 
expressed in index numbers, 
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(b) The "seasonal employment variations" in index numbers were 
multiplied by the basic average of the employment indices 
(taken as of May 1, 1952) to convert them to "seasonal em- 
ployment variations" expressed in absolute numbers, The 
"seasonal employment variations" in absolute numbers were 
rounded to the nearest ten and adjusted, if necessary, to 
make them add as close as possible to zero, These are the 
figures which appear in the second column of the Jalendars. 


6. If seasonality was multiplicative, the remainder of the calculation 
proceeded as follows: 


(a) The moving average values were divided into the corresponding 
employment indices to obtain "relatives", which were expressed 
as percentages, 


(b) The "relatives" were arrayed by months and treated as the 
"residuals" in 5(a) above, except that in this case the sum 
of their averages was adjusted to add as close as possible 
to 1,200 rather than zero, (This follows from the percentage 
form of the "relatives", ) 


(c) The average relatives obtained in (b) were divided into 
monthly averages of the employment indices (obtained by 
averaging the indices for the five Januaries, the five 
Februaries, etc.) The resulting quotients were then sub- 
tracted from the monthly averages, and the differences 
adjusted, if necessary to add as close as possible to zero. 
These are the "seasonal employment variations" in index numbers. 


(d) The "seasonal employment variations" in index numbers were 
treated as in 5{b) to obtain "seasonal employment variations" 
in absolute numbers, 


7. It was decided after the above calculations were well advanced that 
seasonal indices of the normal (percentage) form should be calculated 
for all industries and that these should be shown on the "Calendars 
of Seasonal Variations in Employment", It should be noted that 
seasonal indices of this type implicitly assume that seasonality is 
multiplicative; on the other hand the "seasonal employment variations" 
in absolute numbers implicitly assume that seasonality is additive, In 
order that the calendars should be as internally consistent as possible 
the seasonal employment variations in absolute numbers as calculated in 
5(b) and 6(d) above were expressed as percentages of average employment 

1947 to 1951 (obtained by averaging the index numbers for 1947 to 1951 and 

multiplying the average index number by the basic average in order to 
convert it to absolute numbers), These percentages were then added, having 
regard to sign, to 100, These are the seasonal indices which appear in 
column 7 of the Calendars, 
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8, The above procedure was followed for all Calendars for Canada, For 

| the Calendars for the provinces, however, the computations were 

carried out, in most cases, as described in paragraph 5 above, with=- 

out regard to the results of the test for additivity or multiplicativity. 
The results of either method, when expressed as "seasonal employment 
variations" in absolute numbers, do not differ significantly, and 

this simplification was used in order to cut down the time needed 

for calculation. 


Explanation of Calendars 


| The two figures on average employment given at the top of the 
calendars, one attributed to Employment and Payrolls and the other to the 
Census of Industry and Merchandising, are included to give some idea of 

the comparative coverages of these two surveys, in view of the fact that 

the calculations were made from employment indices published in "Employment 
and Payrolls", It should be noted that neither Survey necessarily gives 
total employment in the industry. The employment indices are based on the 
number of employees, regardless of their function, in establishments usually 
employing fifteen or more employees; the Census of Industry and Merchandising 
figures are based on the number of production employees (including admin- 
istrative staff) in all establishments in the industry, To make the two 
figures of average employment most useful, taey should cover the same period

but it proved impossible to carry out the necessary calculations. 


The FAmplitude of Seasonal Employment Variations" which appears 
above the calendars is the average difference between annual peak and trough 


levels of employment expressed as a percentage of average employment. It is 
equal to the difference between the seasonal index for the peak month and 
the seasonal index for the trough month, 


"Seasonal Employment Variations" (column 2) are the deviations of 
actual employment from the moving average values for the same months expressed 
in absolute numbers of employees, (seasonality additive), or the deviations 
of seasonally adjusted employment indexes from the original indexes (season- 
ality multiplicative), the deviations themselves being averaged for the five 
years 1947 to 1951. Any figure in this column, when expressed as a percentage 
of average employment in the industry, 1947-51, corresponds to the difference 
between 100 and the seasonal index for the same month, Columns SA 5°and 
6 are all calculated from "Seasonal Employment Variations", 


"Seasonal Employment" (column 3) is the average number of persons 
holding seasonal jobs in any month, that is, jobs which will on the average 
come to an end some time within the next 11 months and reappear some time 
within the next 12 months. The figure for any given month is equal to the 
difference between the number of workers employed in the given month and 
the number employed in the trough month,

"Seasonal Disemployment"(column 4) is the average number of 
persons who are without jobs in the industry for seasonal reasons in 
any month but who may expect on the average to be employed in the 
industry some time within the next 11 months and who will become dis- 
employed some time within the next 12 months, The figure for any given 
month is equal to the difference between the number of workers employed 

_in the peak month and the number employed in the given month, 


| The term seasonal unemployment is not used here since it is 
not known whether a worker who becomes disemployed will actively seek 
another job and sometimes find it, or leave the labour force altogether, 


"Chan e_in Seasonal Employment from the Preceding Month" (columns 


5 and 6) is the difference between the seasonal variation for any given 
_ month and the seasonal variation for the preceding month, The differences 
are calculated having regard to sign and are shown in two columns, “Higher +" 
and “Lower =", in order to make clear the changes in the direction of the 
seasonal movements. 


\ "Seasonal Index" is the average of the ratios, for any given month, 
of employment indices to corresponding moving average values, See also 
"Method of Calculation", paragraph 7, 


‘Verification of Calendars 


It is important to realize that the method used to calculate 
the calendars will almost always show some "Seasonal Employment Variations" 
_whether true seasonality of employment exists in the industry or not, 
Before assuming that an industry is seasonal, an attempt should be made 
to connect the seasonal variations shown in the calendar with real causes 
of such variations such as climatic affects on production or on supply of 
raw materials or on demand for products, or the buying habits of industry 
or consumers, ; 


In general, an industry with an amplitude of seasonal employment 

variations of, say, less than 5 per cent, may usually be considered non= 
seasonal unless a correlation between the seasonal variations and known 
causes can be discovered. In addition, if the "Changes in Seasonal Em- 
ployment" show a large number of shifts from month to month between in- 
creases and decreases (see, for example, Printing, Publishing and Allied 
Industries, Calendar Number 40) the industry is probably non-seasonal. A 
combination of low amplitude plus a large number of shifts suggests that 
employment in the industry is definitely not seasonal, 


An important qualification must, however, be mentioned, If the 
industry is composed of a number of somewhat heterogeneous elements, (see, 
for example, Other Paper Products, Celendar Number 39), the seasonal pattern

of the industry may be the result of varying patterns among the components 
so that the shifts in "Changes in Seasonal Employment™ between increases 


and decreases is the result of divergent seasonal trends among the 


components. In such cases, of course, only the calculation of seasonal 
indices for the components will show whether and where seasonality exists, 


Detection of Non 


Movements. 


The seasonal indices may be used to detect non=seasonal movements 
in employment. Any time series (for example, employment indices) may use- 
fully be considered to be the result of four influences: secular, cyclical, 


seasonal and irregular or random, Removing the seasonal factor from a 
series will theoretically leave the secular, cyclical and irregular factors 


unchanged, However, these concepts, independent though they may be by 
definition, are actually interrelated. In other words, seasonal indices 
are affected by secular and cyclical movements, Since the detection of 
non-seasonal movements in current data must mean the application of non-= 
current seasonal indices to these data, it must always be kept in mind 
that the seasonal indices may not properly describe the present situation, 


Two methods of detecting non-seasonal movements may be used 


depending on whether a month-to-month or a continuing movement is to be 


examined, 


(1) Month-to-Month Comparisons, In this case a computation 
of the percentage changes in employment indices and the changes in the 


_ corresponding seasonal indices for the same months is sufficient, A 


comparison of the changes in actual employment with the normal seasonal 


_ changes will show whether employment is moving in accordance with the 


average seasonal pattern. In interpreting the results, the effect of 
strikes on employment indices should be borne in mind, 


(2) Continued or Trend Movements, When it is desired to 


| eliminate seasonal movements from a time series for a longer period, the 
most. suitable method is to deseasonalize the series, This is done by 
_ dividing the basic indices by the corresponding seasonal indices:

employment in this industry. The last figure for February 1954 may indicate the 
beginning of a change in the trend or it may mean that the seasonal pattern is 
becoming more pronounced, In other words the seasonal indices used may no longer 
be suitable since they may not completely deseasonalize the basic data,
